Such 
a situation cannot make for the 
peace of the world or for an 
optimistic outlook’ for the future of 
China. : 

For, no matter how one views this 
problem, 1it,is necessary’ for China 
to obtain capital abroad. for the 
development of industry, means of 
communication and the stabilisation 
of the Government. And’ such 
capital cannot come’ here, ff there 
{s any possibility at all that there 
may ‘be a continuation of disorder. 
The Tsinan altuation, in its present 
state, affords ample possibilities of

The third national congress of 
tho Kuomintang opened at 10,30 
am, and closed at 11.15 a.m,

ton, who was the target of the

Party’s Programme 

Mr. Hu Han-min was applauded 
when he took tho chalr. He dell- 
vered the opening ‘address, which

INQUIRY OPENED 


NATURE OUTLINED TO JURY BY. 
CORONER — 


VISIT TO THE SCENE 


An Inquiry into the death of Mr. 
William Woods, of* the. W. EB. 
Woods o,. Wellington, New 
Zealand (owners' of the Great 
Woods Peppermint Cure), who 
perished in the King Edward Hotel 
fire on Monday, was opened by Mr. 
E. W. Hamilton and a Coroner's 
jury ‘at the “Central. Maglatracy 
yesterday afternoon. rani, 

Mr. Hin-shing Lo watched the 
proceedings in the interest of Mr. 
J. H.. Witchall, leensea of the 
King Edward Hotel; Mr. Leo 
d'Almada: 2 Castro, jun., for the 
proprietors of the ‘King Edward 
Hotel; Mr. Lee Hon-chi for the’ 
China Land Investment Co, Ltd., 
owners of the King Edward Hotel 
Building; and Mr. A. BE. Hall for- 
Messrs. Tseung Shiu-licon and 
Young Chit-keong, respectively the 
manager and assistant manager of 
the King Edward: Hotel. | 

A Juror Released , . 

Mr. John Meming was the first 
name called to serve on the jury. 

He informed the Coroner that he 
was 2 Director of the China Land 
Investment Co. Ltd, holding 
80,000 shares out of a capital of 
$279,000 and claimed dispensation 
on that ground. 

. His Worship agreed to dispensa 
with Mr. Fleming's services, .

His Worship added that in this 
inquiry he proposed to follow the 
procedure carried out by Mr, J. R. 
Wood when he-sat.as Coroner in 
the inquiry-in. connection with the 


lrage course fire. 


Insurance Man as Juror 

Mr. Brown said that he was in- 
terested in the King Edward Hotel 
fire from the point of viow of .in- 
aurance, and he was mentioning 
that to clear any possible 'm!‘s- 
understanding. 

The Coroner said that. he was 
sure that his interest in the in- 
aurance question would not welgh 
with Mr. Brown, and remarked 
that as an insurance man Mr.
